Thisis the amount that we had invested | 
in perishable property. A generation only lives 
thirty years; so you see that the people of the 
South, at the expiration of cVery thirty years, 
boaed up its national wealth, to the amount of 
two billions of dollars, in a pine coffin, painted it 
biack, and buried it six feet Deneath the sod. 
Such was the short-sighted system of the South, 
which was in violation of allthe maxims of Po- 
litical Economy, that look to national wealth and 
prosperity. The people of the free States invested 
their capital in real estate, railroads, shipping. 
banks, manufacturies, merchandise and in fact 
everything that was not perishable property ; 
hence it was, even before the war, that the inhos- 
jitable climate and sterile soil of Massachusetts 
hac made its citizens richer, than the genial cli- 
mate and prolific soil of South Carolina. Their

system was cumulative as to wealth, ours was a 
system of loss and reproduction. 

Since the emancipation of the slaves, thev still 
remain in our midst as laborers; and Iam satisfied 
that they are the best the South can ever obtain, if 
they are excluded irom the demoralizing influen- 
ces of politics. Politics will prove as ruinous to 
the blacks as tire-water has proved to the poor In- 
dian; and if he is allowed to become a part of the 
body politic, he will follow in the wake of the 
Indian, as certuip as Dight follows day.

It is strange that nonce of the Statesmen of the 
South ever discussed the question of Slavery in its 
Politico Economical relations to society 
The constitntional right of Slavery, its be. 
ing an institution recognized in Scripture, 
and the moral effect of it, have all been 
ably considered, but seldom if ever has the 
Southern Statesman even touched upon or 
argued the question as to which was the cheaper 
system of labor, the free or slave labor system; 
which, in my judgment, was the practica! 
question of that day. Mr. Calhoun, who was 
our political idol, was a leading actor at the 
time the question of the abolition ot slayery 
was first agitated, and when the North offered 

radual emancipation. with compensation to the 
South, it was rejected by her tavorite son, and his 
(listinguished associates. They closed their eyes 
to the progressive spirit of Europe, as evidenced 
by the decjarations upon this subject that ema: 
nated from Exeter Hall, and the denunciations of 
O’Connel, the great agitator of England, as far 
back as 1835. The passage of the bill for the uni- 
versal emancipation of the British West Indies. 
failed to awaken their attention to a calm consid- 
eration of the arguments for and against slave la- 
bor, nor did the gradual emancipation of the 
Northern States, and the sale of them to the South. 
dispel this infatuation. Even after the war had 
hegun, Mr. Stephens, of Georgia, was so much af- 
flicted with this political blindness. as to declare 
that slavery Was the Corner Stone of tie Southern 
Confederacy. If we had succeeded in establish- 
ing a Southern pire setae & the ghost of abolition 
would have continued to haunt the political vis- 
ions of our jaw makers, despite the Constitutional 
prohibitions intended to prevent it ; for human 
nature is the same everywhere, North or South, 
and men will act from selt interest. Now, if these 
statesmen did not perceive the importance of dis- 
cussing the institution of slavery in its politico 
economical relations to the South, they, in my 
judgment. fell short of the highest standard of po 
litical excellence ; and if they saw the importance 
of it,and shirked the responsible duty or consid- 
cring and deciding it, they were not patriots, but 
hecame cringing demagogues to a prejudice that 
they themselves bad created. 


Takiug either horn of the dilemma,it must prove 
prejudicial totbeir reputations either as states- 
inen or as patriots. It is true that South Carolina 
bad a son who watched her interest with devotion 
from a foreign stand-point, and fully appreciated 
the shallows and quicksands that those who were 
then in charge of the ship of State, suffered her to 
drift upon. I refer to the erudite scholar, the ac- 
complished gentleman, the eloquent and finished 
orator an: the prophetic statesman, Hugh Swinton 
Legare, who, while Minister at Brussels, predicted 
the evils that slavery and secession would bring 
upon us. His prophecies, alas, bave proven too 
true, and we now see and feel the eyil results of 
these twin curs«s of the South. 


I never was one of those who believed that Se- 
cession Was a peaceable or Constitutional remedy. 
I never could get my consent that those who form- 
ed the Constitution put any clause in it that em- 
powered a Stale to withdraw from the Union. on 
account of actual or fancied grievances. My idea 
of a government is that it is an unity, an entire 
ty. Perpetuity is necessarily the predomivant 
idea th at must influence the minds of all founders

low citizens, that the exercise of the elective fran- 
chise on the part of the freedmean is without Con- 
stitutional authority, and this attempt on the par- 
of Con s to foist it upon you by méans of their 
Reconstruction Acts, is nugatory and void. It is 
true that by the force of the bayonet, you have 
been «tis/ranchised and driven from the ballot-vox 
and this once proud privilege is now being enjoy- 
ed by scalawags and curpet- gers. and ignorant 
freedmen to your exclusion. But the Democratic 
party has announced that these acts of the Re- 
vubiican pa'ty are uncons'itutional, and of course 
they will, when placed in power, repea’ them. 
The decision in the Dred Scott case settied their 
unconstitutiouality, which decision was to the 
effect, ** ihat no person whose ancestors were 
imported and sold as slaves, had any right to sue 
in a Court of the United States, or could become 
citizens of the United States.”” This is conclusive 
as to domestic negroes or those imported and sold 
a3 slaves. But the clauses in the Constitution in 
referenc? to naturalization, caper = any one from 
being naturalized unless he a free white man. 
To meet these Constitutional impediments, the 
Radicals have endeavored to seoure the adoption 
of the Fourteenth Constitutional amendment. So 
tar they have failed in doing so, except through 
the aid of their unconstitutional Stare Legisla 

tures. 

It is then left the white citizens of this State to 
determine who shall be allowed to exercise the 
right of suffrage. The sentiment of the Northern 
States is well defined upon this subject. Nortbern 
Kustern and Western Democrats are determined 
this shall remain aWhite Man’s Government; anda

The question of uniting the whites and blacks 
upou the same political platform is nota new ex- 
periment. In the islandsof Hayti, St. Domingo 
and Mauritius, it has been tried, and has resulted 
inthe blacks not only refusing to act with the 
whites, vut in their arriving tne latter from tho 
Island, forcing even the mulatoes to live in ap al- 
lotred p rt. And the most inteliigent blacks were 
those who pressed the prejudice of race, with the 
greatest bitterness and violence. The experiment 
now going on in this State points to like results. 
The extreme negroes in the present Radical Leg- 
islature are the most ivtelligent, and are the ones 
that have most aroused the prejudice of race. The 
line bas been clearly drawn, and even some of the 
scalawags have declared their determination to 
stand by theirrace. As well might you expect to 
mix water ard oul, or the eagle and dove to mate 
together, or the lion and lamb to lie down togeth - 
er in peace, as the negro and white men to share 
the privileges of the ballot box in common, 

Some of the advocates of qualified suffrage as- 
sert that the interests of the negro and the white 
are the same, in regard to labor and capi- 
tal. In the absence of white laborers, this 
may be true; but there is no political in- 
terest in common, nor can they have any 
such interest; and the history of the two races has 

roven this to he true; and it is a political fact that 

he wisest statesmen of our party assert they will 
be governed by. 

I ask where is the policy of promising the negro 
what you know he is not constitutionally entit ed 
to, and what the Democratic party are not willing 
to give him? Some asseré that this is the only way 
we can carry the State.

I have 
confideace in the inteligence and integrity 
of the white race of Seuth Carolina; 
I believe that they will not forget the wisdom of 
those who formed this Government; that they will 
prove true to our friends at the North; that they 
will abide by the platform of the Democratic par- 
ty; that they wi'l not blur by any false action the 
record of their ruce; that they will preait by the 
teachings of history; that they will listen to the 
declarations of the wisest statesmen of our party: 
and that they will not attempt to controvert those 
awe of race that the Creator has made immuta- 
yle. 

I do not fear that the gloom which overshadows 
the future of our State, or that its past or present 
troubles will ever cause you to abandon principles 
for policy. or to forget the gentle co the 
courteous hostility. the miid and mercifal justice, 
the proud submission to law and respect for right 
which have ever characterized the gentlemen of 
South Carolina.
